RUN A HOBBY HORSE RACE FOR KIDS 


A hobby horse race provides a lot of interest and demands attention. Most 
kids own those home-made broom-stick hobby horses, scooters, wagons, etc. 
Sponsor a contest for these kids and run a race from the center of town 
up to the front of your theatre. After picking the winner of the race, hold 
another judging in your lobby. There, you can conduct a special “riding” 


contest. With the kids performing on their hobby horses, pick the “best 
broncho buster”, “‘fanciest rider’, etc. 


BRONCHO-BUSTING 
EXHIBITION 


Promote an old flivver and drive it 
around town. The driver keeps 
stalling the car, making the ride as 
jerky as_possible, while a cowboy sits 
on the radiator, imitating a bucking 
broncho. People in back seat shout: 
“Kide Him Cowboy”. Signs on side 
of car sell your playdates and billing 
to the crowds lining the streets.

Promote prizes from local merchants. 


RUN A BIG 
COWBOY PARADE 


Round-up all the kids in the neigh- 
borhood and run a cowboy parade. 
Most kids own cowboy suits and are 
always anxious for a chance to wear 
them. Local horseman, riding a 
spirited white horse, leads the pa- 
rade and kids shout, “Ride Him 


Cowboy’. Boy scout band can co- — 


operate by furnishing the music. 


WILD-WEST SHOOTING GALLERY 


Set up one of those small shooting galleries in your lobby and invite theatre 
patrons to try their luck.» Promote*’a few phoney pistols that shoot corks 
instead of bullets. Set up packs of cigarettes and other small articles to 
be used as targets. Award them as prizes to sharp-shooters knocking them 
down. Copy reads: “Can you shoot as well as John Wayne in ‘Ride Him 
Cowboy’ ’’? Illustrate with Western accessories and John Wayne action stills.

WESTERN CLUB 


Start a John Wayne Club and let 
the kids organize it themselves. 
Supply them with some stills of the 
cowboy star, give them a cowboy 
yell, a secret password; and they'll 
come a’running every time you have 
a John Wayne Western playing at 
your theatre.
